REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



A manufacturing method of a module card comprises steps of: providing a base 
board having a golden finger; mounting a chip on the base board for electrically 
connecting to the golden finger; and forming a packing layer on the chip for forming the 
module card. A module card comprises: a base board; a chip mounting on a surface of 
the base board; a golden finger on the board and electrically connecting to the chip; and a 
packing layer forming on the chip for covering the chip.
